As it is, the people were as 
well prepared as they'couldtbe'for this wholesale jail delivery 
at the hands of a man who has either lost his balance entirely 
on the question of punishment for crime, or who has sought 
notoriety through a most unwholesome and dangerous course. 


As the crowning act.of his administration Governor Blease 


a few days ago granted full pardons to 1500 persons who had 
been released on parole-since January^ 1, 1911. In addition to 
this "blanket pardon" he pardPned 18 more convicts, placed 
ten on paiole and commuted srx sentences. Among these 34 
convicts were seven who had been convicted of murder and 
ten who had been found guilty of manslaughter. Under the 
circumstances few will be1 suiprised to lead that the governor 
signed the "blanket pardon" with red ink.
